Blunder stalks, 
dangling In the air. lib'rt readily give 
the impression of the chandler's 
shop.

Into this shoe, ta k in g Into Ids 
arm s one a t a time. It is presumed. 11n* 
yo unger sons of the m an m aking the 
adoption. 
If there w ere also sons who 
won* of age they stepped Into the shoe 
afterw ard, by this sign allowing their 
consent to the adoption. 
A man in this way coukl adopt an 
Illegitimate son. m aking him Ids law­ 
ful heir, but in that cast* the father 
w as obliged In st« p Into th e shoe first. 
If there were any full grow n sons, 
they stepped Into the sho o afterw ard: 
if there were no full g ro w n sons, then 
the next of kin dkl th e stepping, and 
w itho ut Ids consent, by th e way. this 
special adoption could not be made. 
W itnesses to the cerem ony In the 
use of the shoe were req u ired to es­ 
tablish Its legality. 
It will be seen th a t th is w as con­ 
sidered an im portant cerem ony, and 
since so much "shoe step pin g” was 
done it. Is not strange t h a t the expres­ 
sion as now used passed Into common 
speech.—Chicago R ecord-IIem ld.

Am ador co u n ty com prises an area of 
548 square inlles. 
I t lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of S ie r ra Nevada mountains, 
anti emnraces w ith in it? te rrito ry all 
th e diversity of valley, foothill, nnd 
high m o untainous lands. 
Clim ate.—T h e clim ate of th e popu­ 
lous portions of th e county is as genial 
and healthful a s e a n be found anyw h ere 
in California. 
A s c lim a te is one of th e 
most valuable assets of tit is favored 
state in a ttr a c tin g population, A m ado r 
stands second to no county in th is r e ­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no d oubt will in 
time, when its clim atic advantages are 


more th o ro u g h ly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, becom e a h ealth resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
b ut for th e resid en ts of o th e r p arts of 
California. T h e to m p e ra tu re alone th e 
central portion ra re ly falls below 30 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e su m ­ 
mer. 
Snow seld o m falls in th e settled 
districts, and n e v e r rem ains on th e 
ground for m ore th a n a few hours. 
Of 
course, in th e h ig h m ountain regions 
of eastern A m a d o r th e snowfall is very 
heavy—w hich is c h aracteristic of th e 
entire S ierra N e v a d a range. T h e sum ­ 
m er season is a lw a y accompanied with 
cool nights; p e r m ittin g of sound, re ­ 
freshing slum ber. 
Fogs aro rare, c y ­ 
clones are u n k n o w n , th u n d ersto rm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold M ining.—T h e county, a lth o u g h 
rich in o th er so urces of wealth, com ­ 
paratively u n to u ch e d , is noted p rin ­ 
cipally for 
h e r q u a r tz mines. 
T h e 
deepest gold m in e s in A m erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
T h e K ennedy mine is now 
taking gold in lib e ral qu antities from 
q u a rtz ex tracted fro m a d ep th of over 
3000 feet below th e surface, with every 
indication th a t th o pay-ore extends to 
a much g re a te r d e p th . 
Since tho d is­ 
covery of gold, t h e county has co n trib ­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to th e w orld’s 
supply of th e precio us metal. 
T h e 
mines are still y ie ld in g a t th e rate of 
about two m illion 
dollars annually. 
N early all of th is w ealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten m in e s o p erating on w hat 
is called th e “ m o th e r lo de,” stretc h in g 
clear across th e c o u n ty in a n o rth -e ast­ 
erly 
direction a d istance 
of tw enty 
miles. 
T h e m in es ag g reg ate between 
400 and 500 stam p s, and furnish e m ­ 
ploym ent for o v e r 1000 m iners. 
T h is 
industry is still in its infancy. 
T h e 
unexplored te r r ito r y , even along tho 
main gold belt, is far in excess of th e 
ground th a t h a s actually been w orked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to ­ 
day one of th e m o s t inviting fields to 
be found a n y w h e re in th e world for th e 
investm ent of c a p ita l in th e fascinating 
business of gold m in in g , not alone along 
th e m o th er lode, b u t also in the alm ost 
untouched m ineralized country ol th e 
east belt, some te n o r twelve miles from 
th e m ain lode.

w hite woman, sh o w in g but little of her 
Indian blood. 
H e n ry Bradley, a tim ber- 
man of Jackson, v o u ch ed for the girl b e­ 
ing the daughter o f a squaw , so to make 
everything legal 
th e d istrict 
attorney 
was consulted. 
Statem ents w ere 
taken before notary 
public Norman D oan today in the p re ­ 
sence of deputy d is tr ic t attorney John 
0 - Brown, who g a v e the legal advice to 
the county clerk. 
T h e state law pro 
hib its white p e rs o n s 
from 
m arrying 
into other races, b u t o th er races may i n ­ 
term arry to th eir h e a r t ’s content. 
The affidavit of th e groom showed that 
he was 26 years o ld last December, hav­ 
ing been born 
at 
Plym outh, 
Amador 
county. 
H e is 
a registered voter at 
Jackson,
